PREPAID  PRICES.  As  most  people  prefer  to  have  plants  shipped  prepaid,  so  they  will 
know  what  the  total  cost  will  be,  I have  quoted  prepaid  prices  on  nearly  everything 
listed.  At  these  prices,  plants  will  be  shipped  prepaid  to  any  part  of  MAINE,  NEW 
HAMPSHIRE,  VERMONT,  MASSACHUSETTS,  CONNECTICUT,  RHODE  ISLAND, 
NEW  YORK,  NEW  JERSEY,  PENNSYLVANIA,  DELAWARE,  MARYLAND,  DIS- 
TRICT OF  COLUMBIA,  VIRGINIA,  WEST  VIRGINIA,  AND  OHIO.  Plants  -will  be 

shipped  at  my  option,  by  mail  or  express,  whichever  is  least  expensive,  but  when 
requested  to  do  so,  I will  ship  by  mail  1,000  strawberry  plants,  1,000  vegetable 
plants,  1,000  asparagus  roots  one  and  two  years  old,  300  raspberry  or  blackberry 
plants,  and  similar  lots  of  other  plants  of  about  the  same  size.  If  you  want  large  lots 
of  plants  sent  by  mail  or  if  you  live  in  a state  not  named  above  and  want  your  plants 
sent  by  mail,  you  can  order  at  the  “Not  prepaid”  prices,  and  I will  send  them  by 
mail  C.  O.  D.  for  the  postage,  and  you  can  thus  pay  the  postage  when  you  receive 
the  plants.  If  you  want  plants  shipped  that  way  please  specify  in  your  order,  “By 
mail  C.  O.  D.  for  the  postage.”  If,  through  error,  an  express  shipment  reaches  you 
not  prepaid,  when  you  have  ordered  at  prepaid  prices,  notify  me  at  once,  sending 
the  express  receipt,  and  I will  send  you  the  amount  you  have  to  pay  for  express 
chargee. 

SHIPPING.  ALL  STOCK  IS  SHIPPED  AT  PURCHASER’S  RISK.  IT  WILL  BE  CARE- 
FULLY PACKED  AND  DELIVERED  AT  THE  POST  OFFICE  OR  EXPRESS  OFFICE 
IN  GOOD  CONDITION,  BUT  AFTER  THAT  IT  IS  BEYOND  MY  CONTROL  AND 
MY  RESPONSIBILITY  CEASES.  NO  CHARGE  WILL  BE  MADE  FOR  BOXING 
AND  PACKING. 

SHIPPING  POINTS.  Most  stock  is  shipped  from  Hampton  Bays,  N.  Y.,  but  some  is  shipped 
from  other  points,  and  your  order  may  be  sent  in  more  than  one  shipment.  By 
ordering  at  the  prepaid  prices,  all  uncertainty  as  to  transportation  charges  will  be 
avoided,  as  you  will  have  none  to  pay  when  the  stock  arrives.  I advise  you  to 
order  at  the  prepaid  prices,  for  in  many  cases  the  amount  I have  added  to  cover 
transportation  charges  is  much  less  than  the  actual  cost  will  be. 

SUBSTITUTION.  It  is  my  custom,  should  the  supply  of  any  variety  become  exhausted 
(which  will  sometimes  occur),  to  send  a similar  variety.  When  it  is  desired 
that  I shall  not  do  this  it  must  be  stated  in  the  order.  To  simply  affix  the  words 
‘ No  substitution”  is  all  that  is  necessary. 
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BERRY  PLANTS  FOR  SUMMER  AND  FALL  PLANTING.  Runner  stra  wberry  plants  may 
be  planted  in  the  fall  just  as  well  as  in  the  spring,  and  large  numbers  of  them  are 
planted  at  that  time.  I usually  sell  more  in  the  fall  than  in  the  spring.  From  Sept. 
20  until  the  ground  freezes,  I can  supply  strong  young  plants  from  beds  planted  this 
season,  unless  there  should  be  a severe  drought  in  the  late  summer  or  early  fall,  in 
which  case,  1 shall  begin  shipping  runner  strawberry  plants  Oct.  1 . Pot-grown  straw- 
berry plants  may  be  successfully  planted  any  time  during  the  spring,  summer  and  fall. 
I can  supply  pot-grown  plants  during  the  spring,  and  from  about  Aug.  1 0 until  the 
ground  freezes.  Raspberry,  Blackberry,  Dewberry,  Loganberry,  Gooseberry,  Cur- 
rant, and  Grape  plants  may  be  planted  any  time  during  the  fall. 

WHEN  TO  PLANT  FLOWER  PLANTS  AND  SHRUBS.  Hardy  Perennial  flower  plants 
may  be  planted  any  time  during  the  spring,  summer  and  fall.  If  planted  during  the 
summer  months,  they  should  be  kept  well  watered  until  they  become  well  established. 
Annual  flower  plants  may  be  planted  any  time  during  the  spring  and  until  mid- 
summer, most  of  them  producing  a good  crop  of  blooms  if  planted  even  as  late  as 
August  1 . Shrubs  and  roses  may  be  planted  any  time  during  the  spring  and  fall. 
They  may  also  be  successfully  planted  during  the  summer,  if  kept  well  watered. 

ASPARAGUS,  RHUBARB  AND  HORSERADISH  roots  may  be  planted  any  time  during 
the  spring,  summer  and  fall.  The  Large  Selected  Rhubarb  roots  will  give  you  a 
crop  this  summer.  Asparagus,  rhubarb  and  Witloof  chicory  may  be  easily  grown 
during  the  winter,  by  forcing  the  large  roots  in  cellars  and  greenhouses.  If  you 
wish,  I will  send  you  a cultural  leaflet,  telling  how  to  force  them.

STRAWBERRY  CULTURE 

The  ground  should  be  prepared  the  same  as  for  other  crops  by  plowing  deeply  and 
thoroughly  pulverizing  the  surface.  Almost  any  kind  of  fertilizer  may  be  used,  but  stable 
manure  ana  finely  ground  bone  meal  are  among  the  best.  The  rows  should  be  from  three 
to  four  feet  apart  and  the  plants  should  be  set  from  1 2 to  18  inches  apart  in  the  row. 
Dip  the  plants  in  water  before  planting,  and  place  them  only  as  deeply  in  the  soil  as  they 
stood  before  they  were  dug.  Press  the  earth  firmly  about  the  roots.  Cultivate  and  hoe 
them  often.  It  possible,  in  late  autumn,  cover  the  strawberry  bed  with  a mulch  of  salt- 
meadow  hay,  or  stable  manure,  to  a depth  of  about  two  inches.  If  set  in  rows  three  feet 
apart  with  the  plants  one  foot  apart  in  the  row,  an  acre  will  require  14,520  plants.  If 
set  in  rows  three  and  a half  feet  apart  with  plants  fifteen  inches  apart  in  the  row,  an  acre 
will  require  9,963  plants. 

It  is  best  to  plant  early,  medium  and  late  varieties,  so  as  to  have  a long  fruiting 
season,  and  by  planting  some  of  the  Everbearing  variety,  you  can  have  berries  all  during 
th  e summer  an  d fall. 

All  varieties  listed  have  perfect  flowers  and  do  not  need  the  association  of  any  other 
variety  in  order  to  be  fruited.
